As soon as winter 
sets in and prospecting ceases, he falls back 
upon trapping and works his way to a point 
where the winter can be putin, Along 
many of the creeks the ground is caked 
with frost all the year round. 


A boy mounting a bay cayuse in front of 
J. Cameron’s store yesterday afternoon, 
used a short whip to start the broncho off. 
This startled H. Long’s team which was 
standing near the crossing and before Mr. 
Long could get out of the store they were 
off. Mr. Cameron’s horse was standing in a 
single rig near the store. The team ran in- 
t> it and upset it causing the horse to drag 
the upturned rig as far as it could in the 
direction of the Cliff. About the same 
moment they dashed into H. Edmiston’s 
team which was tied to a post opposite J. 
Gibbon’s, ran the shaft into the shoulder of 
one of Edmiston’s horses severing one of 
the arteries, at the same time breaking the 
tie rein and causing the team to run away. 
Cameron’s horse was stopped at the hill and 
Edmiston’s team were stopped at the back 
of Sutter & Dunlop’s ; but Long’s team ran 
towards the 4ft fence enclosing Larue & 
Picard’s yard. This, they both jumped 
over but the waggon ‘followi ing, broke the 
fence down and here they were stopped. 
Some horses in Larue & Picard’s yard took 
fright at the unexpected appearance of the 
team and they scampered off. Fortunately 
the damage sustained was not serious. Dr. 
McInnis was on hand to sew up the artery 
of Edmiston’s horse in time to save its life. 
Mr.Cameron’s rig was slightly damaged and 
the tongue of Edmiston’s rig was smashed. 
Otherwise no damage was done. 


Mr. Rupo.eH Bach, newspaper corres- 
pondent for the Landwirthschaftliche Presse, 
a German agricultural paper, also the New 
Yorker Staats Zietung, the Cologne Gazette 
and two Berlin newspapers, is staying at 
the Alberta. The object of his visit is to 
write from personal experience of the 
capabilities this ceuntry presents for Ger- 
man immigration. He is of the opinion 
that most of the accredited German immi- 
gration is not German at all, but from 
neighboring owas speaking the German 
language. The class of farmers Mr. Bach 
represents are the ryotwery of the country ; 
men who have been accustomed to farming 
since their adolescence, but who through the 
fall in markets and the demands of the 
zemindary, are unable to till the land at a 

rofit. This class of farmers would arrive 
come with from $3,000 to $4,000 per family, 
and would be in a position to begin farming 
properly. This is the only class of farmers 
that Mr. Bach purposes recommending to 
come out here. The field there is now too 
crowded and the (German government 
recognizes the necessity of a suitable field 
for emigration. Having no colonies of their 
own except in South Africa, which is an 
undesirable field, the German government 
is very favorable to the British colonies, 
where her citizens are assured protection of 
life and property. Mr. Bach will visit 
Regina and Prince Albert on his return and 
also take a trip over the Manitoba and 
Northwestern railroad. He has already 
visited southern Manitoba and Britis 
Columbia and reports some good settlements 
of progressive agriculturists in southwestern 
Manitoba. Along the main line the crops 
were short and had suffered from drouth, 
and in British Columbia he thought nothing 
but mining could be done at a profit and 
that would require a good deal of capital. 
At Edmonton he seesa varied country 
of bush and prairie, hill and dale, forest 
and stream, and expresses himself in glow- 
ing terms of the beauty of the district and 
is an le change to the monotonous 
prairie. Mr. Bach is visiting Stony Plain 
to-day and purposes returning as far as 
Leduc in the morning.

Recera, August 21th. 

Dill presented a petition from W. D. 
Perley and others asking for the passage of 
a bill to enable settlers in certain towships 
lying north of the Qu’Appelle river to grant 
a bonus to the proposed Wolseley and Fort 
Qu Appelle railway. 

Jelly from the committee appointed to 
enquire into the condition of agriculture in 
certain districts of the Territories reported 
that in parts of Assiniboia owing to crop 
failure by reason of drought, some of the 
settlers would require assistance during 
the coming winter, and that it was desir- 
able that the matter should be brought to 
the attenticn of the minister of the interior 
by means of a deputation from the house. 

The report was referred to the committee of 
the whole and after a lengthy discussion 
it was decided that Mr. Speaker, Ross and 
Mr. Neff of the executive committee should 
at once interview the mimister of the 
interior, who was visiting Brandon, as to 
the intentions of the Dominion government 
on the subject. If the Dominion govern- 
ment after being made aware of the 
necessities of the case decided not to do 
anything in the way of assistance, it would 
become necessary for the Northwest gov- 
ernment to divert some of the moneys 
which had been voted by parliament on 
the understanding that they were to be 
used for certain purposes from those pur- 
poses to form a relief fund. 

Jelly moved for a return respecting the 
cost of the executive committee. 

The bill to regulate traffic upon public 
bridges was read a third time. Also the 
bill amending the law regarding slander. 

Haultain’s amendments to the school 
ordinance were read a second time. 

Neff’s bill to provide for grants to agri- 
cultural societies ona basis of member- 
ship fees was read a second time. 

Oliver opposed the second reading on the 
ground that the bill made the agricultural 
societies a specific charge upon the Territor- 
ial revennes without regard to other needs 
of the country. In some districts it might 
be more desirable to spend money in aid to 
agricultural societies rather than in public 
works, but in other publics works were the 
most pressing necessity and the total funds 
available were not nearly sufficient. To still 
further lessen these funds in such cases 
by specific grants to agricultural societies 
which were liberally aided by the Dominion 
government seemed to him a most objection- 
able principle. 

The second reading was carried by a vote 
of 12 to 4. 

Several bills were considered in com- 
mittee of the whole and progress reported. 

Wepnespay, August 22th. 

Haultain from the standing orders com- 
mittee reported favorably on several pri- 
vate bills 

McKay moved the first reading of a bill 
to incorporate the parishes in the church of 
England diocese of Saskatchewan. 

Lineham introduced a_ bill respecting the 
General Trust Co. of Canada. 

Prince asked of the executive committee 
at what places and times the Normal 
Sessions for training of school teachers in 
the Territories will be held during next 
year. 

Haultain replied that the matter had 
not yet been decided, but that sessions 
would be held at points throughout the 
Territories according to the number of 
applications for training received and the 
means at the disposal of the executive. 

Clinkskill asked if legislation would be 
introduced to provide for the filling of 
vacancies in the executive should any occur 
after the next general elections, 

Haultain replied that it was . 

Mitchell introduced a bill respecting 
threshers liens. 

Haultain laid on the table the return of 
proceeding of the council of public imstruc- 
ton asked for by Prince. 

Mowat’s bill to amend the butter and 
cheese association ordinance was read a 
second time. 

The amendments to the school ordinance 
were considered in committee. 

Oliver ebjected to section No. 2, which 
provided that in case of payments being 
due by school districts to teachers, the gov- 
ernment grants are to be paid direct by the 
government to the teachers. This was in 
direct contradiction of the spirit of the 
ordinance which had made the district 
solely responsible to the teacher for his 
salary. By constituting the government 
the paymaster of the teacher it interfered 
in the relations which should probably 
subsist between trustees and teacher. 

Haultain said that the amendment had 
been rendered necessary by the tact that in 
some cases trustees did not pay over to the 
teacher the grant when received: but de- 
voted it to other purposes. The difficulties 
in the way of the teacher securing payment 
of his money by legal process was so great 
as to make the attempt practically useless. 
This seemed the most simple way of over- 
coming the difficulty: 

Oliver said that if the facts were as stated 
the amendment only secured the teacher in 
70 per cent of his salary and left him in 
the same position as at present regarding 
the 30 per cent paid by the district. If he 
could not afford to take legal proceedings 
to recover the whole of his salary he was 


much less likely to take legal proceedings 
to recover 30 per cent. of it. is would 


give still greater advantage than at present 
to slow paying districts. Ifthe means did 
not at present’ exist whereby a teacher 
could readily collect his salary from the 
district employing him, it was the plain 
duty .of the house to provide such means, 
and if such means were provided the only 
reason for the amtndment given by the 
mover, would not exist. 4 
The section was carried as introduced. 
Dill introduced a bill to permit local aid 
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to the Wolseley and Fort Qu’Appelle rail- 
way. 

Haulain presented a draft of a reply to 
his honor’s speech at the opening of the 
house. 


Haultain’s bill amending the law respect- 
ing chattel morgages was added to by allow- 
ing a general power of attorney to take 
such mortgages instead of requiring a 
special power of attorney for each case. 

A number of bills were advanced a stage 
in committee of the whole. 


Tuurspay, August 23rd. 


Dill introduced a bill to amend the ordin- 
ance respecting unincorporated towns. 


The bill respecting noxious weeds in 
municipalities was read a third time. 

Mitchells bill providing for threshers liens 
was defeated on second reading by 11 to 7. 

Haultain’s amendments to the school 
ordinance were considered in committee. 


KeKay proposed that the five mile limit 
of school districts might be varied by the 
council of public iastruction to provide for 
cases where land was cut off from the near- 
est school house by the physical features of 
the country. 


Haultain agreed provided the occupants 
consented, 


McKay drew attention to the necessity 
of an official audit of school accounts in 
many cases. 


Betts introduced an amendment to re- 
quire five trustees in school districts which 
inclosed more than an incorporated town, 
as well as in those which only included the 
town. 


During the consideration of the amend- 
ments to the prairie fire ordinance in com- 
mittee of the whole, Haultain laid before 
the committee a suggestion as to relieving 
railway companies from liability for fire or 
damages in case fire escaped from their 
control while they were attempting to form 
fire breaks along their tracks. At the pre- 
sent time the federal railway act protected 
the companies from actions for damages on 
account of fires started by their engines, 
provided the engines came up to certain 
alleged safety requirements. They are only 
subject to the penalities provided by the 
Northwest ordinance. Supt. Whyte on 
behalf of the C. P. R. had declared the 
desire of his company to do everything 
possible to provide fire guards along the 
company’s tracks, but to make an effectual 
fire guard it was necessary to burn a strip 
of grass on each side. The company was 
willing to comply with the provisions of 
the ordinance so as the conditions under 
which such burning was permitted—namely 
in the presence of person and within plowed 
breaks—but desired to be relieved from 
liability if after having taken all such pre- 
cautions the fire escaped. Unless so reliev- 
ed from liability the company could not 
afford te take the chances of burning fire 
guards. 

A general discussion ensued, in which it 
was generally agreed that effectual fire 
guards on both sides of the railway tracks 
would be the best means of preventing fires 
trom being started by the engines, but it 
was thought that the house would require 
some guarantee from the company as to its 
intentions before so far relaxing the necess- 
ary general provisions of the ordinance as 


applied to it. The matter was held.ays 


for further consideration. 
Fripay, August 24. 

Prince asked the executive committee 
why the ordinances of 1893 were not pub- 
lished in the French language, and what 
was the intention of the executive regard- 
ing them. 

Haultain replied that they had not been 
printed because they had not been trans- 
lated, and that as soon as they were trans- 
lated they would be printed. 

Prince asked the executive committee 
why no appointment had been made? to 
replace Rev. Father Caron as an appointed 
member of the council of public instruction. 

Haultain replied that negotiations as to 
such an appointment were now under way. 

Haultain introduced a bill respecting the 
executive committee of the Territories. 

Prince moved for an order of the house 
for a return of the minutes of the meeting 
of the council of public instruction held on 
June 9th °93. 

The bill respecting the advertising of 
stray animals was read a third time. 

A private bill to incorporate the parishes 
of the church of England diocese of Sas- 
katchewan was read a second time. 

A private bill to provide for aid being 
granted to the Wolseley and Fort Qu’- 
Appelle railway company was read a second 
time. 

Mowat’s bill adding to the powers of 
butter and cheese mannfacturing associa- 
tions was read a second time. 


On motion to consider the reply to the 
lieutenant governor’s speech. Brett com- 
mented on the long delay in bringingforward 
the reply as being unusual and as being in 
some sense a slight upon His Honor. 

Haultain replied that no slight was inteud- 
ed or conveyed and that the member for 
Bantf who had been in his place in the house 
so very seldom this session was scarcely the 
proper person to criticise any Jaxity on the 
part of other members of the house in the 
discharge ot their duties. 

The bill was then read and passed. 

The bill respecting local aid to the Wol- 
seley and Fort Qu’Appelle railway was then 
considered in committe of the whole. The 
The bill is for the purpose of enabling the 
people of certain townships not included 
within any municipality to organize and 
tax themselves for the purpose of bonusing 
the railway. 

Betts moved for a Saturday 
which was agreed to.

At the present moment parties of 
American farmers are on their way to the 
Edmonton district from Kansas, Nebraska, 
Jowa, Michigan, the Indian Territory, Wis- 

usin, Washington, Idaho and Montana. 
The fever has spread ; and now there is an 
industrial army pointed towards Canada to 
which our northern neighbors will undoubt- 
edly extend a hearty welcome, petition or 
no petition. No country could wish for 
}etter men in its agricultural districts than 
these home-seekers from the Western States, 
who have been trained in a practical school, 
and who, knowing the vicissitudes of pioneer 
settlement, strike their stakes ready from 

e firgt to conquer. No wonder the Cana- 


immigration from the United States. The 
‘overflow ” from this country, which we 
have had in our mind’s eye for half a decade 
s commenced in such a way as to make us 
anticipate in the near future a movement 
stupenduous and irresistible in character—a 
change of base upon the Western farmers 
that will have a mighty influence in creating 
several new Provinces for the Dominion.

Very little more was heard of 
the matter until Tuesday, when an Indian, 
with a name full of hyphens, solicited Geo. 
Miljure, of the Prince Albert House, to 
change a $100 bill. Mr. Miljure instantly 
thought of the reported loss and rted 
the matter to Const. Robertson, who locked 
up the Indian. Statements made by him 
implicated three or four squaws half- 
breeds in the settlement opposite the town ; 
and ina couple of hours the mounted police 
had the whoie gang behind the bars at the 
barracks. Interesting developments are 
looked for, whether the balance of the 
money is recovered or not. Mr. Miljure 
should certainly be rewarded for his honest 
and prompt action in the matter.—Prince 
Albert Advocate.
